■Wjl Brown ti Enolijr.— D amages, £82 lOa; 
breach of coutrnot. 

Mr F. J. Wilson appeared as counsel for 
plaintiff.; Mr Cowan, of Cromwell, for the de- 
fendant. 

This was an action to recover damages f.ir a 
breach of agreement to deliver five hundred 
bushels of oats purchased in October,' 1873, by 
tbe plaintiff from the defendant. From the 
evidence it appeared both p-arties to the suit are 
carriers, the plaintiff carrying from Dunedin 
with horse teams, the defendant caiTying be- 
tween Cromwell and Nevis with huliock teams ; 
that plaintiff had taken a load to the Nevis, and 
whilst there he met defendant, who entered into 
an agreement to sell him ,(tlie plaintiff) . -500 
bushels of oats, to be paid for when delivered, 
and to be received in any quantities, Evidence 
was then adduced that on plaintitf making a de- 
mand for the oa s he was refused dalivery, -and 
that, in consequence of the refusal, he h,vl to 
purchase oats for his own use at 9s per bushel 

For tlie defence, it was urged that,' by tho 
terms of the agreement,- the oats were to be 
taken away and tho money paid .within two or 
three days of the paichiioe, but as plaintiff had 
net made an offer to take delivery within ten 
days; the defendant bad re-sold the oats,' and 
was justified in so' doing. It was also urged that 
no deposit having been paid on .the purchase, 
and no money tendered when the demand -for 
the o.ats w.i« made, there was no sale, 

Mr Wilson having venlied, his Honor summed 
upandgave juJgmoutfoi'£lG, and. costs £9 ICs.

The Bank of England Forgeries. 

The case of the B, ink forgers, it appears, 
ia not to end with the trial and conviction at 
the Old Bailey. One of the condemned per- 
son.s, George Mnedounoll, has placed in the 
hands of tlie Bank solicitors a statement of 
his alleged dealings in America witli two 
memhera of the New York detective force, 
named Favley and Irving. He asserts that 
they met him when he landed in order to ar- 
rest him ; that they said tliey had succeeded, 
after great difficulty, in having the .arrest 
entrusted to them, and promised to do 
their best to help him, on condition of liis 
handing over to them the proceeds of his 
London forgeries. Macdonnell declares th.at 
he gave them a large quantity of bonds and 
jewellery, on the understanding that part of 
it should he used in the meantime in prep.ar- 
Ing his defence, and the rest returned to him 
.afterwards. He now makes this confes'iion 
in order to exhibit them in their proper light. 
He alleges that his intercourse with them has 
been of long standing, and refers to letters 
which passed between them last September.

Some time ago we Imtl occasion to call at- 
tention to the extraordinary amount of 
sickness which prevailed in the township 
of Cromwell, and we attributed a good 
deal of it to the insufficient and filthy 
water supply with which the township 
was supplied. Since writing that notice 
the number of cases of sickness have in- 
creased in such an alarming manner in the 
township and its neighbourhood, that we 
should he neglecting our duty if we failed 
to again take notice of it, and urge upon 
people to make some effort to discover the 
causes from which so much trouble springs. 
Some of the sickness lately prevalent has 
no doubt been due to the long tack of hot 
■weather we have lately experienced, but 
the greater (lart of it undoubtedly sprin"s 
from preventiblo causes, and it is therefore 
the duty of everyone concerned (and who 
IS not?) to trace the effects to their first 
source. The same causes of disease are in 
existence throughout tbe whole district 
(witness similar results) as are in operation 
in the town ; but they work more power- 
fully in the latter, where the dwellings are 
more crowded together. 

Thece can bo no two opinions on one 
subject, and that is tiiat the dreadfully 
insufficient and filthy water which we have 
been compelled to use in Cromwell lately, 
has.had much to do with causing much of 
our late sickness. Some time ago, we 
drew attention to the results which' would 
inevitably follow at an early date, a pre- 
dicliou which has unfortunately been too 
well verified. Nmuoroiis cases Lave oc 



upon the conditions of health which aro 
violated by tbe inhabitants of Cromwell in 
such a way as to render this town so un- 
healthy during the summer season, ho 
would find but little trouble in doing so. 
At first, if he was a stranger, he would be 
astonished, looking at the township from a 
distance, to hear that it was so unhealthy,, 
and that tbe inhabitants were subject every 
year to attacks of fever of a Typhoid and 
Enteric nature. He would think it im- 
possible that a small, thinly-populated place 
should be so liable. When he entered the 
township, however, he would see some of 
the causes at a glance. Leaving tlio water 
out of the question altogether, he would 
see vacant (lieces of ground and portions 
of the streets crowded with all kinds of 
refuse, decaying and otherwise ; stable- 
drainage running into the main streets; 
matter offensive to the eye and to the nose 
in every direction. He would find ])ig- 
geries, some ill, some well kept, and lie 
would find slaughter-houses with all their 
stinking surroundings. In one part of the 
town, he would find a vacant space which 
for ten years past has received the slops 
and slush from a lai-ge number of houses. 
It looks fair enough to the eye, but the 
ground must be thoroughly impregnated 
v/ith the elements which go to produce 
disease. He would find no proper cesspools ; 
as the climate is so dry, and the ground so 
gravelly, that they are supposed not to be 
requireil. After seeing this, we rnaysupposs 
our competent medical authority’s atten- 
tion to be directed to the Kawaran River 
bank bouiKliug and facing Melniore Terrace, 
and we venture to most rielibgrately assert 
that he would see no further necessity 
for an examination in order to report upon 
tile liability of the town to disease in hot 
weather. Fi'oni the part opposite the 
Post-office to the Bridge, he would find 
covered^ with rubbish and filth of every de- 
scriptioli- one grout muck-heap in short. 
Could he he long doubtful as to the causes 
which predispose the inhabitants of Crom- 
well to the diseases we have above indi- 
cated? We sliould think not. 

In making the above remarks we ■wish 
them to be uhdei'stood in a general sense. 
Cromwell is the town to which we are parti 
cularly referring, but every gold-fields town 
is more or less guilty in tliis respect, but 
more particularly those which are situated 
on the river bank, as Cromwell, Clyde, 
and Alexandra are. It is so easy to get 
rid of any' rubbish by throwing it down 
the river bank. Cromwell, however, is 
the greatest tinner of tlie three, for, if we 
mistake not, both the Clyde and Alexandra 
Corporations have made successful efforts 
to abate tlie nuisance which we have last 
pointed out. 

After the Council have dealt with the 
question of the water supply, we hope to 
see them bestowing some attention u|)on 
the subject raised by our present remarks. 
Between road-making, the abatement of 
the dust nuisance, the water supply, and 
other things, they have their hands pretty 
full at present. Bat this other matter is 
one which can be very effectively dealt 
with by an enforcement of the excellent 
code of bye-laws which they lately suc- 
ceeded in compiling.

Vou say that an iraprossion has got ahro.ad 
that the chief difficulty in getting oneself de- 
clared an^ insolvent lies in the preliminary pro- 
cess, It is a correct iinpresaion ; but why should 
there he any difiiculty at all ? Would it not he 
better if the difiiculty diit not exist, and there 
avcrc no £20 to pay to lawyers, to get a person 
whitew; shed, as you term it ? ] think if there 
wore not the £20 to pay, there would be a great 
many more bankrupts in this district. You 
say if a man gets broken-down by sickness or 
unforeseen difficulties, by all means let creditors 
show mercy to him, I may state that merciful 
creditors are few, as several cases in this district 
will show. You ask why it was necessary for 
tliem (Aitchison Brothers) to become bankrupts 
— (very incjuisitive), l avill answer. If Aitchi- 
son Brothers owe £.3000, and their assets are only 
£2000, they are insolvent even before declaring 
themselves bankrupts. And so it is, .M r Editor, 
with all nnd sundry. If tliey owe even £100, 
and are only ]iossessed of £50, they are insolvent, 
although they do not declare themselves such ; 
and great fools are they that do not take the 
benefit of tho .tct if creditors annoy them. 1 
carelittle about what you say about ray brother 
or myself, as our char.aoter.s will hear favour.iblc 
comparison with any of onr creditors, as well as 
avith most of the people in the dis'rict.

PASSING NOTES. 

(by a RASIfOCKBURN CORRESPONDENT. J 
It is a good thing to “ learn the luxury of 
doing good,” to give succour where it is 
needed, to befriend the distressed, and to 
hold out tho liand of sympathy (I mean with 
something in it) to the poor unfortunate who 
has been incurably maimed and crippled ; i 
but it is possible to luve too much of a good j 
thing. The beuevolently-disposed of this 
district havo more opportunities presented to 
them for the display of tlioir liberality than 
is quite pleasurable, for neither few nor far 
betsveen are the appeals that are made to 
their generosity ; though the donations to 
subscription lists are not always, I fear, 
given in the same laiid-ablo spirit. The fol- 
low-my-leadcr principle animates a goodly 
number of the donors. One man loses an 
eye, another an arm, a third has his leg 
broken, the house of another is razed to the 
ground by fire ; on the occurrence of casual- 
ties of this kind, some considerate individual 
goes forth on his errand of mercy, supplicat- 
ing in the first place some well-to-do persons, 
— a thriving publican, or lucky quartz reefer, 
maybe,— tx) lie.ad his list with a decent sum ; 
his hoak is then comnaratively e.T.sv,— Jack 
contributing, with but little showofreluotauco, 
because lie sees that Bill and Harry have 
done so. I dare sqy .some will consider these 
remarks too censorious ; but really, the affair 
is becoming so common uow-a-days that I 
feel sometimes inclined to reply to such like 
solicitations after the m.anner of an acquaint- 
ance of mine. “ Can’t I persuade yon to give 
aiivtliing?” — thus the importunate one. 
“ No,” said the importuned, “ you can't ; but 
you can stay liere nnd try if you like.” 

There is a prob.ahility th.at, if timber were 
cheaper, and mining managers a little more 
careful and competent, there would he fewer 
accidents to record. False ocunomy on the 
part op working managers of our quartz mines 
is the c.aiise of many a sad disaster that now 
and then occurs. To save a sot of timber, a 
m.anagcr ivill, too often, place the lives of tho 
men under him in considerable jeopardy. 
And where is the man, he the wages ever so 
good, who cares about working in constant 
fe.ar and .anxiety of mind, being aware at the 
same time that precautionary'measuros would 
avert sucli unjileasant feelings ? Timber i.s 
dear, but human life is de.arer, qr should bo 
so considered by ,all sensible men. Accord- 
ing to the provisions of an Act of Parliament 
p.assed in Victoria, the owners of mines aro 
held responsible for accidents, unless it can 
be proved that such did not ncciir through 
their neglect. Something of the kind is 
wanted in this Province, I tliink. Our under- 
ground workings would then not only become 
s,afer for those employed, hut the manage- 
ment,^ also, would he conducted in a much 
superior m.anner. For I think it will be 
generally acknowledged that, when onr reefs 
were first commenced to be W'orked, men 
having but a slight and superficial knowledge 
of quartz mining, but making great profes- 
sions, so imposed iipontlie credulity of share- 
holders that they were appointed to situations 
that should have been filled only by men of 
trained skill and niucli experience. Favou- 



ritism, also, has been the cause of a mine 
being left in suoli a minuus state that a bona 
fide quartz miner would pause and consider 
before before attempting the onerous and 
ii'ksome task of sotting things in proper order. 
And that the frequency of mining accidents 
induces an indifference to human suffering 
could, perhaps, be unhappily demonstreted. 
Your readers,- Mr Editor, would appear in- 
credulous were tliey told that assistance to 
help to convey a wounded man to the hospital 
was solicited from a mining manager, but 
was refused on the plea of want of time, 
&o. ( the poor fellow’s mates having to seek 
elsewhere for those means which could have 
been supplied by the unfeeling refuser. 



We have but few local industries here, and 
those wa have are not on a scale of any mag- 
nitude, though perhaps sufficiently extensive 
to meet our present requirements. Con- 
sidering what an abundance of good coal there 
is in this locality, it is a wonder that it is not 
pnt to more uses. Lime-burning on a Bm.all 
scale is being successfully carried on, and tho 
article manufactured is said to be of excel- 
lent quality ; nnd I can see no reason why, 
provided suitable clay could be found, brick- 
making should nut prove to be a profitable 
occupation. It might be alleged that the de- 
mand for bricks is so small and irregular as 
to offer no inducement for initiating such an 
industry ; but I think it is possible to create 
a demand by the production of any commo- 
dity that is to bo had convonient and on 
reasonable terms. Folks sometimes don’t 
discover their wants until they become aware 
of the existence of tho article that could sup- 
ply them. In tlie South of France, limestone 
and bricks are burnt in the same kiln ; the 
limestone being placed 'n the lower half of 
itlie cavity, whilst the upper is filled with 
I bricks. An undertaking of tills kind would 
I not involve tho experimenter in any great 
risk, either in time nr outlay, and might be 
tlie means of introducing a style of architec- 
ture which would make “ progi-ession” be 
something more than a popular by-word. 



] Savants, de.sirous of obtaining relics of the 
I departed Moa, could not come to a better 
i field fur prosecuting their researches than the 
I district of Bannockburn. The extent of our 
I ossiferous deposits must be totally unknown, 
A should im.agine, to New Zealand men of 
science, for I hear, at odd times, of dis- 
coveries of Moa bones being made at diffe- 
rent places, as if the uneartliiiig of the re- 
mains of tho Dinornis Elephanfopus — (save 
the mark !) — was of but rare occurrence. 
Only for the fact th.at there are no traces 
left of defunct Maories, one would almost 
fancy that these colossal bipeds had been 
used as chargers in Maori warfare, and that 
this district had been the scene of many an 
encounter. It is not ,an idea that I would 
wish .any one to cling to, still it is open for 
disquisition, and niight prove .an interesting 
subject for our learned ones to descant upon. 
But I had almost forgotten to state, for the 
information of skeleton hunters and others 
interested, th.at I would undertake to collect, 
and dispose of on rcasonahle terms, a ton or 
two of these, to some persons^ highly-prized 
specimens of departed greatness. 



THE NEW ATHBN^UM. 

■& 

The new Atlicnseum building, for which 
tenders are now being called, is proposed to 
be erected in Melmore-street adjoining the 
Post-office, having principal entrance to that 
street, .and side entrance to Sligo-street. The 
aecommodatinn is as follows, viz, : — Entrance 
hall and corridor, 2.5 x 8, by vriiich access is 
obtained to reading-room, — a large handsome 
and well-lighted room, 25-x 22, and 14 feet 
high from floor to coiling. At the extreme 
end of the comdor is the entrance to hall, 
which latter will be a spacious room, 53 x 32 
inside, and 18 feet high. There will bo two 
separate entrances to this room, one as before 
mentioned from Melniore-strect, the other 
I from Sligo-street ; the former will be used for ' 
I front scat entrance, the latter for back do. 

1 Doors have been placed at stage end of hall ' 
for access to retiring rooms. The hall will 
he heated by means of open fireplaces, and 
lighted by douhlo-hung windows. Ventila- 
tion has been provided for by cast-iron grat- 
ings ill avails, and by a series of ornamental 
circular ventilators in ceiling. A fine moulded 
cornice runs round the hall ; above it springs 
the ceiling, which latter assumes an elliptical 
form. The style of architecture adopted is 
the Eoraan, Tho Melmore-street front is 
designed avith a series of Corinthian pilas- 
ters supporting an entablature with enriched 
comice, <tc,, which is surmounted by a fine 
balustrade, v^ith piers at centre and ends, the 
latter supporting two handsome vases. The 
entrance doorway is approached by a hand- 
some flight of steps, Sligo-street elevation 
is of simpler design, having a series of Doric 
pilasters with cornice, &c., above. ' Tlis 
hnilding will be executed in stone, plastered 
inside, and the elevations to Melmtiro and 
Sligo-stroots finished in Portland cement. 
Tho partitions and flight of steps at entrance 
will bo executed in coucrete. 

Mr F. W, Burwetl, of Queenstown, is the 
1 architect.

Several 
other resolutions of not much public impor- 
tance were passed, and another meeting ap- 
pointed to be held previous to the meeting of 
delegates. ' 

From different sources, I see and hear meet- 
ings of the respective ABSuciations are being 
held relative tu this meeting of delegates, 
and there is reason to hope there will be a 
general raustcr, A little more time since the 
amiouncement of the meeting, and the. impor- 
tant subjects to be discussed better ventilated 
through the Press, would, I think, havo 
brought a larger number together ; for it is 
a fact that a good many of tiie A-ssociations 
are somewhat disorganised, and would have 
required a little time to organise themselves 
again. One subject, though not mentioned 
in the programme, requires attention ; — th.at 
of a better system of federalisiiig the Asso- 
ciations as a body. The Central Oomniittee 
system, though that body may not be to 
blame, lias failed in keeping the unison so 
close as it should be. The new proposition, 
of having all the reports of the different meet- 
ings supplied to tho Mcrcary, will no doubt 
assist a little in tli.at way ; still, something 
more is wanting. The Maerewheiiua water 
pollution case is one which afteots tho niinor.s 
.13 a whole, and their uniting to defend is a 
duty incninliBiit on them all, Unfortunately, 
in my opinion, the law of gokUiiiniiig lc-.avos 
tlie miner with little protection in this mut- 
ter, and tl'.c question of the pollution of 
streams and rivers by the miners m the prose- 
cution of their calling, requires to be put on 
a more satisfactory basis. ’And if the meet- 
ing of delegates be the means of settling this 
question, they ivill not meet in vain. 1 havo 
not yet seen any intimation of a delegate be- 
ing elected from the Cromwell Miners’ Asso- 
ciation. Tiiey being tho first, however, to 
call the attention of the Associations to the 
other important question,— thp.t of the cnui- 
bination of the Banks reducing the price of 
gold, — now when the m.atter will be discussed 
by representatives from the other districts, 
it is to be hoped they will also have a voice 
in the endeavour to bring for Hi a remedy.

A' recent arrival from Townsville iuforrae 
us that a number of our miners have aitived 
from the Palmer via the Endeavor, Among 
them ore Jionneth Clarke, Joseph Larkins, 
Thomas . O’Donnell,' and W, 0, Little. The 
latest news brought is the discovery , good 
gold thirty miles np the loft hand branch of 
the Palmer j provisions and everything else 
were very scaroo and at fancy prices ; horse- 
shoe nails were exchanged for their weight 
in gold ! and when a iiorse died— and many 
did so— there was a rush for his old shoes. 
The cargo' of the' Ourrambene (a small craft 
sent from Townsville) had been sold out in 
three days at the Endeavor ; we presume for 
transport to the Paliiier.' The road between 
the two places, it is said, will bo impassable 
during the wet season . — Northern AdwcaU, 
Dec.27. 

If wo can believe what has' been, dinned 
into our ears for the last day or two all are 
flff to the Palmer or the Endeavor River. The 
accounts from the new rush a,ro certainly of 
an encouraging nature, but the absurd ac- 
counts that have been retailed througli the 
town during the week are prepostorous— so 
much so tliat one gentleman was heard to 
remark that they would have to weigh the 
gold by the ton, and quote the price for that 
quantity, instead of by the ounce as hitherto. 
'Per.sons who speak of so and so bringing back 
80 many pounds weight of gold received in ex- 
change for their cattle or other property seem 
to forget that this is the result of the labor of 
five or six hundred men. At all events, if 
people have made up their minds to go there, 
let them wait until the rainy season is over. 
Mr M'Manua, of the Customs department, 
has gone to the Endeavor to take charge.— 
f.'fevekiird Bay Express, Dec, 27. 

The Northern Advocate contains the fol- 
lowing namtiveof a trip made to the Palmer 
by Mr John Gillespie, a miner well known in 
Milchester and elsewliere, and says it should 
liavo some influence in preventing many from 
leaving places where they can make livelihood 
before starting to an almost unknown part of 
the country without plenty of rations and a 
certainty of bettering their condition : — 
“ Gillespie and his party left here ten weeks 
since, arriving at the Palmer River in twenty- 
one days. He describes the country as being 
very broken, and similar to tlie accounts al- 
ready published, but rations .and necessaries 
are absent, and with fe'iv exceptions, matters 
look very gloomy for those who remain .during 
the rainy season. Many are obliged to go to 
tlie Walsh and Filth’s for supplies from the 
w.aggons going up ; and even in such cases 
very little can be obtained for your money. 
Gold was obtained hythe party, which would 
be considered payable under different circimi- 
stances ; and on the 4ih ult, Mr Gillespie 
started on.liis retum journey to Charters 
Towers, with . .'but filb of flour, .I’isjJiorses 
being nearly knocked up ; he managed to ob- 
tain a supply of flour and tobacco at Tait’s — 
prices, 2s and ids respectively. He travelled 
on to the hlitchell, where he fell in with Bill 
Burns, an old miner well known in tliis dis- 
trict, but who was quite helpless from sickness 
and want of food. G-illesjue, with a truly 
humane spirit, shared w'l'.at little he had, and 
travelled towards here slowly ; tlio unfortu- 
nate man, notwithstanding the attention paid 
him, gradually grow weaker, and nt sundown 
last Sunday, 30th .November, died on his 
horse ! Gillespie strapped the lifeless body 
to the. saddle on which he expired, and 
brought him nine milea to StBw.art’s station, 

' whore ho obtained tools to dig his gr.ave.” 



Foarfiil Ccllisioa at Sea. 

At the beginning of December ijiteiligenoe 
■was received of the loss of the Ville du Havro, 
without one mitigating clrcumstaiioe. She 
was one of the largest vessels afloat, with a 
Rinnage of no less thiin 6100, and was a mag- 
nificent seaworthy ship, with an adoqus.ts ac- 
ci iiamodation for upwards of 1000 passengers. 
She was 'well provided with boats, her crew 
was large, her captain w.-dchful and expe- 
rienced. She was not deeply ladeii, and 'though 
on board tier were many cabin passengers, she 
liad not her full complement. All seemed 
going well. The fog which had beset the 
ship on leaving Now York had cleared aw.ay, ! 
and the night of the fatal occurrence, was 
bright witli starlight. The passengers' were 
asleep, when a fearful crash told them they 
had struck in mid-ocean. The Lochearn, a 
large vessel belonging to Glasgow, bound 
from Liverpool to New York, had struck the 
Ville du Havre on the starboard side, just 
about midships, striking a hole in her deol: 
12 feet deep, and breaking in the iron plate, s 
of the steamer for 25ft. or 30ft. The ten-or 
which prevailed among the passengers par.a- 
lysed their efforts to save themselves, many 
giving themselves up to despair on hearing 
the water rushiug into the vessel, and feeling 
• that she was rapidly sinking, never quitted 
their state-rooms, f.atliers, mothers, and chil- 
dren going down together. At this moment 
there was no outcry, but all seemed to meet 
calmly the death tliat was soon to overtake 
them. From the force of the collision, the 
mainm.ast and mizenmast fell, smashing in 
tlieir fall the t-wo large boats of tlie steamer, 
and killing numbers of their nocipiants. In 
12 minutes from the time of the collision the 
Villo du Havre had sunk, and 23G' persons 
were buried heueath the waves. So sudden 
was the catastrophe that not a single person 
was saved from deck. The captain, who had 
been for three days and three nights without 
sleep, was worn out with hatigue at the time 
of the collision. He went down with' the 
ship, but was rescued an hour afterwards. 
He did everything ill Iiis power to assist in 
launching the boats. The nlhcor who w.os in 
charge of the vessel lias not been saved. The 1 
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boats of tho Lochearn and those of tho Ville 
du Havre remained about the scene of tho 
accident until all hope of saving life was 
abandoned. , Many thrilling incidents arc re- 
lated by the survivors. > In examining the 
bows of the Lochearn, it was found that sho 
waS' miioh damaged, and about 8 o'clock in 
the morning an American ship, wliioli was 
afterwards discovered to bo the Treraoun- 
tain, hove in sight. It was found that she 
was bound from Bristol to New York, and 
after a second survey of the Lochearn, it was 
deemed advisable to transfer the survivors 
— 87 in number — to the Treimuntain, which 
vessel came to anchor in Cardiff Roads on 
the 1st inst. The nows of the terible disaster 
produced a most painful impression in Havre, 
whither the Ville dii Havre was bound. 

The captain and crow of the Lochearn were 
landed at Plymouth on the 6tli. It appears 
from the statements of the chief oflicers and 
entries in tho official log-book, that, after the 
collision, the Lochearn, although taking in 
little or no water, was unable to sail. Slio 
remained in mid-ocean for two or three days, 
when a heavy gale came on, and the sea 
smashed in tho bulk-heads and the sides of 
the compartments. The gale did not abate, 
water flowed in mpidly, and six days after 
tile collision, by which time the ship British 
Queen had come up, the ship was abandoned. 
She could not at the best have floated more 
than a few hours after that. The British 
Queen was bound from Philadelphia for Ant- 
werp. The Lochearn appears to have acted on 
the unquestionable rule at sea— that a steamer 
is bound to give way to a sailing ship. It ap- 
pears thus that the blame of the oollisi.m lay 
wholly with the officers of the Ville du Havre. 
The Lochearn showed all her aide lights, rang 
her bell, and ported her helm — having ob- 
served that the steamer was approaching too 
near. When close to the bow, the steamer’s 
helm was starbo.arded, and she was going 
across the bow of the Loclie.am, when an 
order was given on the Lochearn to back the 
after yards. Before anything oonld be done, 
however, the two ships met with a tremen- 
dous crash, and the ste.amor sunk in fifteen 
minutes. The two lifeboats of tho Loolioarn 
were at once lowered to assist the Villa dii 
Havre, and kept out till daylight, when 
everyone floating among the wreck had been 
picked up — eiglLty-sevcn persons in all— the 
rest having gone down with the steamer, — 
London correspondent of the Daily Times. 
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Thd Maritinie Powers of Europe. 

The Colanye Ga:ette prints a list of the iron- 
clads of tlie- ina'ritime powers of Europe in 
1873, which it professes to have derived from 
recent and trustworthy sources. England, 
according to this, has a war navy of 38 ves 
sels, of 28,000 house- pi«ver, .and 505 guns. 
Its home feet consist.? of 14 large plated ves- 
sels, four plated batteries, aud five plated 
gunboats, of more than 30,000 hoi'se-piower, 
and carrying 102 guns. The war navy of 
Russia counts 12 plated frigates and 4 cupola 
vessels, of 12,000 liorse-power and 154 guns. 
Tlie home squadron includes ten turreted 
ships and three plated batteries, with 2,710 
horse-power and 94 guns. Germnuyhas a 
war navy composed of Wiree plated frigates 
of 2900 horse-power aud 55 gnn.s (not includ- 
ing five plated frigates and one jdated cor- 
vette of 5100 horse-power and 48 guns), now 
in course of cmistruction. Tlie German 
Coastguard fleet comsists of two turreted 
ships of COO horse-power and seven guns. 
The war navy of France is composed of 18 
plated frigates and 12 plated correttes of 
17,200 horse-power in all, and carrying 316 
guns. The French home squadron contains 
14 turreted vessels, 19 plated batteries, and 
six rams, of 9320 horse-power, and carrying 
208 guns. Austria has a war navy of seven 
plated frigates and four casemented ships of 
8150 horse-power, bearing 182 guns. TJiere 
is no Austrian home squadron. The Italian 
war n.avy cousi.sts of 12 plated frigp.tos, two 
plated corvettes, .and one ram, of 9100 horse- 
power, and having 168 guns. Furkey ])os- 
sesses a ivar navy of considerable strength, 
composed of 13 large plated war vessels, two 
of which have 9-inch plates, of 8.530 horse- 
power in all, and carrying 119 guns of tho 
heaviest calibre. Spain has seven plated 
frig.ates, of 6900 horse-power, and 145 gums, 
w^iiie in her Coast fleet there are tliree tur- 
reted ships of 1800 horse-power, and carry- 
ing nine guns. Finally, tiie Netherlaiids dis- 
pose of a Coasignavd fleet of 22 vessels of 
variou.s kinds, of 8800 horsc-power, and bear- 
ing 114 guns.

blow to tlam.aru. Whatever msy be the upshot 
of the present iiroocedinga. it will be a question 
for the uareful consideratien of l’aili.ament at its 
next session ns to how the recurrence of siniiUr 
difiicuHics may he avoided in the future, and 
enme legislative provision must be made without 
delay for protecting the interest of one of the 
most important industries in the coniirrv— that i 
of goldmining. If. need he, conipciisatinn must ! 
bo m ado to the imilinldcr, (or it ia clear that : 
under no eireumstances can the colony afford to i 
have a serious check placed upon its goldmining I 
mduslry. In the meantime, ho-.rever, the miners i 
at Maorewbenua should not he left to iicar the 
whole hvunt of the cost of trying the issue, but 
may fairly claun tho .nssist.vnce of the whole 
mining population throughout the Colony.

Bow, actuallv printed aud 
delivered, .in even piles, twenty-two tliou-

—in sixty minutes, with the attendance of 
t'.vo men anda boy. The sheets ate delivered 
printed on both sides, and the number of 
newspaper impressions when the slicet is cut 
apart by the niaohine, is forty -four thnus.rnd 
par hour. The machine is built on the ro- 
tary plan like tlie Bullock, V/alter, and oilier 
presses, and is said to yield superior printing. 
The cost of each press is £17,. 500. The 
Tdearapk is to be supplied with ten of them, 
and tluia will have the means o: printing 
220,000 copii'is of the paper in sixty minutes.
